At ll o’clock last night the number 
of known dead Is ninety; number of In­ 
jured In hospitals 18; number of In­ 
jured who were a b l e to go home, 4. 
The coroner has selected a Jury to 
make an Investigation into the cause of 
the disaster. 
It Is not expected the Inquest will be 
begun until all the bodies have been re­ 
covered and those Injured are able to 
testify.

government with winking at these m al­ 
practices in order to obtain justlticaiion 
for its policy of coercion. 
T. P. O'Connor, 
nationalist. 
declared 
that, politically speaking, the real crim­ 
inal was the attorney general for Ireland, 
because he practiced jury-packing. 
Sir Robert T. Reid, liberal, said he con­ 
sidered the action of the Irish police to 
be dastardly, adding that It ha* been ad­ 
mitted that they were a discredit to tho 
Irish executive. 
This brought Atty. Gen. Atkinson to 
hts feet with a hot retort that Sir Robert. 
who now professed such lofty and noble 
sentiments, had remained for three years 
a member of the administration and had 
indulged 
In jury-packing to an extent 
“ unknown to the present government.'’ 
The chief secretary for Ireland. George 
■Wyndham, admitted that there was much 
truth in what Mr. Dillon had said in re­ 
gard to specific cases. 
After further debate, Mr. Dillon's mo­ 
tion to reduce the estimates was defeat­ 
ed by 11*5 to 102 votes.

SIXTY 
PRIESTS 


FOUGHT F IR E IN HOLY GROSS COL­ 
LEGE.

W ORCESTER, July ll.—There w as 
a 
fire scare at Holy Cross college yesterday 
afternoon on account of a blaze in the 
kitchen, which was fortunately discovered 
In time to prevent a spread of the damps. 
The discovery of the blaze gave occa­ 
sion for the formation of what was prob­ 
ably the most distinguished (ire brigade 
th at ever worked at a fire. 
There is a retreat in progress at the col­ 
lege and it is attended 
by the parish 
priests of Springfield diocese more than 
ltd strong. 
The priests 
were 
getting 
ready to assemble at the sound of the 
bell In the lecture room when the cry of 
fire was raised 
They were marching 
along the corridor to the lecture room, 
which Is located above the kitchen when 
the smoke directed them to the scene of 
the blaze. 
Without hesitation 
the priests rushed 
along the corridor and got to the fire Just 
us one of the lay brothers of the Institu­ 
tion had rushed to the tire box located on 
the grounds and pulled an alarm. 
With less than a moment's delay a 
bucket brigade was formed and soon w a t­ 
er was being poured on the fire. 
There 
were fully W priests in the tire brigade 
aud they made a picturesque appearance 
as they lilied the buckets and passed them 
moi g. 
The tire was completely out when the 
fire companies arrived and all the firemen 
were loud in their praise of the im­ 
promptu brigade. 
It was the general 
opinion that a serious loss would have 
happened if the tire occurred at a time 
when no assistance was at hand.

N ational Soldiers' Home. 
E rie C ounty, Ohio, Ju ly 9, 1902. 
To the E ditors: 
A dm iral Dewey la 
quoted as saying In his evidence before 
the senate Philippine 
com m ittee 
th at 
w hsn M anila w as surrend ered it was in 
p ursuan ce of a definite un d erstan d in g 
betw een him and the Spanish govern- 
or-gen. 
In concluding his statem e n ts 
he said th a t his view s did not coincide 
w ith those expressed 
by General A n ­ 
derson in a m agazine article, and closed 
hi* testim ony by saying: 
"W e differed very m uch from the be­ 
g inning.” 
A dm iral Dewey is a g reat naval offi­ 
cer. 
He did th e sta te g reat service. 
Yet I m ust way. w ith all deference, th a t 
he is m istaken In his sta tem en t in re ­ 
lation to the su rren d er of Manila. 
So 
sincere is my regard for the adm iral 
th a t I would not m ake this 
assertion 
but for the fact th a t such 
statem en ts 
when uncontradicted pass into history. 
Several days before the assault made 
on the 13th of A ugust, F a th e r M cK in­ 
non, the Catholic chaplain of the F irst 
California, was perm itted to pass our 
lines and go Into M anila. 
H e saw* the 
archbishop and 
the 
governor-general 
and when he retu rn ed he reported th u t 
the latter told him he could not a n ^ 
would not su rren d er w ithout a fight, 
as he had to fight for 
the 
honor 
of 
Spain. 
S ubsequently G eneral M erritt 
directed me to d raw up the tactical o r­ 
der for the a tta c k an d this w as done 
on the assum ption th a t there would be 
a bona fide resistance 
In the a tta c k 
and th e preceding skirm ishes we lost 
122 killed and wounded. If the city w as 
surrendered as a resu lt of a definite 
understanding, w h at w as 
the 
u nd er­ 
stand in g and how definite was it? W as 
it th at A m erican soldiers were 
to 
be 
sacrificed for th e h onor of $pain? 
T he adm iral say s we 
differed 
very 
m uch from the beginning. 
I hope our 
coun trym en will believe th a t we d if­ 
fered very m uch ab ou t this. 
If there 
ever w as a m isun derstand in g, I did not 
know it and the a rm y did not know* it. 
The adm iral is reported to have te s­ 
tified th a t the Spanish au th o rities of­ 
fered to su rren d er to him the day he 
destroyed the S panish squadron. 
No 
w ritten proposals have come to light, 
and the probabilities a re th a t he was 
deceived by the m isrep resen tatio n s of 
the foreign consuls who were en d eav ­ 
oring by ail m ean s in th eir power to 
p reven t a bom bardm ent. 
I now learn for th e first tim e th a t my 
correspondence with A guinaldo w'as not 
approved by the adm iral. 
P erm it rn 
to rem ark th at he had no occasion for 
a correspondence. 
W hen he took pos- 
sessin of Cavite navy yard he doubled 
th e w ages of several h u n d red Filipinos 
w orking there. 
They did not require 
a n y correspondence. Nor did It require 
a n y correspondence to induce A guin­ 
aldo to sta rt his insurrection. 
It Is 
no t difficult to induce men to do w hat 
they wish to do. 
I w rote some letters to 
Aguinaldo 
w hich seemed necessary ut the time. 
H e had arrested some -of o ur officers 
for entering the tow n of C avite w ith­ 
out his permission. 
He bad forbidden 
his people to supply us w ith lighters 
to land our men and m aterials. 
We re­ 
quired land tra n sp o rtatio n and he hid 
all the carts. 
W e could buy only fuel 
an d forage from him. 
F inally he fot- 
bade us to land on the sacred «oil of 
Luzon. 
We did not pay an y attention 
to this last im pertinence, but In regard 
to the oth er d isagreem ents I th o u g h t a 
correspondence w as a 
justifiable ex­ 
pedient. 
If. however, I had know n as 
m uch about him a t th a t tim e as ev ery­ 
body seem s to know now, I m ight have 
arrested him then w ith o u t any corre­ 
spondence. 
R eferring now' to my original p ro p­ 
osition th a t A dm iral Dewey's 
s ta te ­ 
m en t In reference to the su rren d er of 
M anila w'as m isleading, I wish to say 
th a t no doubt th e A dm iral and G en­ 
eral M erritt both th o u g h t t h a t they 
hud m ade an ag reem e n t 
w ith 
the 
S pan ish au th o rities by w hich the city 
could be taken w ithout bloodshed. Yet 
th e fact rem ain s th at G aptaiu-G eneral 
A ug ustine w'as relieved because be wus 
w illing to m ake such 
a 
capitulation 
while his successor refused to do so. 
As to this, both the ad m iral and co m ­ 
m a n d in g general m ust h ave been m is­ 
inform ed. 
S p eakin g for th e Second division of 
th e E ighth A rm y corps, p erm it me to 
s a y th a t its atta c k on the defence* of 
M anila wus not in the n a tu re of an 
o p era bouffe d em o nstration .

perm it one s ta te to send out a lot of tr u s ts like so m any b and s of robbers to 
prey upon the people of the other state s. 
T here should be a law providing t h a t no tru st can do business 
In 
any 
s ta te w ithout a c h a rte r from th a t state- 
It is the duty of congress to re g u ­ 
late the In tersta te o p eratio ns of co m b in atio n s such as the tru st# now preying 
upon the people. 
S uppose it were pro vided by federal law th a t no tru st could 
do business In a n y s ta te w ithout th e p erm issio n of that state, th e monopolies 
th a t Were sta rte d in N ew Jersey for th e pu rp ose of w orking the en tire coun­ 
tr y w ould at once be deprived of the g r e a te r p a rt of their pow er. 
If congress 
should pass such a law New Jersey w ou ld 
soon 
lose her 
Income and she 
would cease to c h a rte r tru s ts if they w ere obliged to confine th eir operations 
w ithin her borders.

the big corporations foot up considerably more than $2,000,000 annually." 

She is 
In the business of licensing com binations to rob the 
people of 
the United 
States on condition th at she get a p a rt of the swag. 
It Is palpably wrong to 
permit one state to send out a lot of trusts like so m any bands of robbers to 
prey upon the people of the other states. 
There should be a law providing th a t no trust can do busine** 
in 
any 
state without a ch a rter from that state. 
It is the duty of congress to regu­ 
late the Interstate operations of combinations such as the trusts now preying 
upon the people. 
Suppose ii were provided by federal law that no trust could 
do business in an y state without the permission of that state, the monopolies 
th a t were started in New Jersey for the purpose of working the entire coun­ 
try would at once be deprived of the greater part of their power. 
If congress 
should pass such a law New Jersey would soon lose her income and she 
would cease to ch a rte r trusts if they were obliged to confine their operations 
within her borders.

YESTERDAY’S HEROIC WORK.

JO H NSTO W N , Pa., July 12—Y ester­ 
day was a day of heroic rescues at the 
ill-fated rolling mill mine of the C am ­ 
bria Steel company. 
Thrilling exper­ 
iences attended the efforts of the forty 
brave men who went flown into the 
bowels of the earth with a very faint 
hope to 
spur them 
that still 
they 
might be in time to restore to life some 
of those who are entombed. 
The reward of their efforts was the 
raving of the lives of fourteen of their 
fellowmen. 
Dead and maimed bodies were locat­ 
ed but no effort was made to bring 
them out of the vast theatre of death 
until evert hum an energy w«*s put for­ 
ward towards seeing that no living 
woul might escape their aid. T hat done, 
the 
dead were attended to. 
Eighty-seven bodies were recovered 
from the mine between daylight and 
nightfall. 
The impression prevails that 150 is 
a low estimate of 
the 
casualty list. 
Ill-fated Johnstown spent the day hor­ 
ror-stricken. From dawn to dusk flying 
am bulances coursed the streets bear­ 
ing gruesome burdens. 
Great throngs surged about the pit 
mouth, the improvised morgue at the 
Armory, and about the stricken homes 
of the dead. 
Bulletin boards were eagerly scan­ 
ned for news from the scene of the 
disaster. 
In the early part of the 
afternoon 
cheering word came from 
the 
mine 
th a t life yet lingered In some of the 
bodies found. 
The rescuers made first for No. 4. 
left heading. 
Suddenly 
in

shaft they were startled by the m an­ 
iac laughter which em anated from a 
blackened form that rushed at them 
out of the darkness. 
The man g rasp ­ 
ed a plckhandle and tried in his fren ­

the main heading to the care. T h ir­ 
teen other living men were found in

In another half hour they came out 
again, this time with six living but 
almost dead miners. 
One man 
brought out died just as 
he reached daylight. 
At

time, 
three more headings, believed to be 
filled with the dead, were unstarched. 
Thirty-nine bodies were lying within 
reach in the main heading. 
Three were brought o’.st at 4.36 p. rn. 
Most of those who wen- broughi out 
alive In the afternoon had saved them ­ 
selves by crawling into a cham ber and 
turning a valve on the compressed air 
pipe line which runs along the entry. 
At ll o’clock lust night the number 
of known dead was 90; number of in­ 
jured in hospitals 18; num ber of in­ 
jured who were able to go home, 4. 
The coroner has selected u jury to 
make an Investigation into tho cause of 
the disaster. 
It is not expected the inquest will be 
begun until all the bodies have been re­ 
covered and those Injured are able to 
testify.
